In the last 20 years since her tragic death, and despite the injury and 
death of thousands of our friends and neighbors, we have failed to pass Wisconsin drunk driving laws that 
are effective. Her death, as well as the 182 other lives lost in the last reportable year to drunk driving, 
were needless. Although this session is ending with no real action on this issue, we must do better to 
honor those needlessly taken from us. It is his hope that everyone drives safe this holiday season. Watch 
and be cautious because with our laws, drunk drivers are out there on our roads. Senator Larson adjourns 
in honor and memory of Jennie Ramus as well in honor of all who we have tragically lost to drunk 
driving.

Officers Memorial, Officer Murphy’s application was accepted and his name will be added on the 
Memorial in the spring of 2019. Senator Schachtner is honored to have been part of the process that 
finally led to the successful acceptance of this long awaited and deserved honor for Officer Lee Murphy.

Appointees Evers did not move to reinstate included Scott Beightol and Torrey Tiedeman, who were appointed to the 
University of Wisconsin System Board of Regents; Ellen Nowak, who was appointed to the Public Service Commission, 
and Scott Zipperer, who was appointed to the Wisconsin Technical College System Board. 

Scott Walker appointee blocked from returning to work followins court ruling - Milwaukee Journal Sentinel 
Ellen Nowak, Public Service Commission chairwoman who was appointed by former Gov. Scott Walker, was stopped by 
a building security guard and prevented from going to the commission's office in a state building in Madison. Nowak and 
her adviser Bob Seitz told the Milwaukee Journal Sentinel they believed they could return to their jobs after a Wednesday 
Appeals Court ruling reinstated some of the laws previously blocked by a lower court ruling that declared unlawful a 
December legislative session during which Nowak was appointed to the commission.

Appeals court sides with Gov. Tonv Evers' appointments as Senate leader puts off confirming his cabinet - 

Milwaukee Journal Sentinel 

An appeals court Tuesday declined to reinstate 15 appointees of former Gov. Scott Walker, handing a victory to Gov. 
Tony Evers amid an escalating fight over attempts to limit the powers of the Democratic governor. The unanimous 
decision came just hours after the leader of the state Senate said he was holding off on confirming Evers' cabinet because 
of the dispute over the Walker appointees.

Fitzgerald in a statement issued shortly after the ruling said the Senate would immediately appeal the decision to the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court. Evers said he doesn't view Fitzgerald's remarks as retribution, dismissing them as "huffing and 
pu ffin g." He added the latest development in the ongoing legal saga won't sway him in making appointments to the 
positions. 

The Latest; Court savs Evers had pow er to void appointments - Associated Press 

A Wisconsin appeals court has ruled Democratic Gov. Tony Evers had the authority to withdraw appointments that had 
been approved during a lame-duck legislative session. The state’s 3rd District Court of Appeals on Tuesday said his action 
was not invalidated by a later court ruling that put on hold a decision that allowed him to rescind the appointments. 

Republicans not acting on Evers’ appointments amid lawsuit - Associated Press 

Republicans were particularly angry with Nowak being denied entrance to the PSC building, he said. She is former 
secretary of the Department of Administration and well-known to Republican lawmakers, many of whom are personal 
friends with her, Fitzgerald said.

Scott Fitzgerald, replaces the R-word with the phrase "intellectual disability. ” In 2011 Act 126 was .signed 
into law, deleting the offensive phrase from all .state statutes. However, this offensive terminology can .still be 
found in the state’s administrative code in rules promulgated by numerous state agencies. Senate Bill 19 
substitutes the phrase "intellectual disability, ” striking the offensive phrase.

Dittrich, the founder of a nonprofit for parents of children with special needs, said this bill is needed to protect 
the most vulnerable. "We can't be advocates for the disabled and at the same time say that their lives are worth 
targeting and terminating.
